On behalf of the Civilian Office of Police Accountability (COPA), I am responding to your 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, received by this office on November 6, 2019, in 
which you requested records from the past five (5) years for all past and current employees and 
contractors employed by COPA. You specifically requested the following for each employee and 
contractor: name, email address, title, name of immediate supervisor and email of immediate 
supervisor. 

Attached is a list of current COPA employees and COPA’s current directory. Immediate supervisor 
and direct report information is not available and changes frequently. COPA does not possess 
documents responsive to your request for a list of contractors. COPA does not keep such 
documents in its normal course of business. FOIA does not require a public body to create entirely 
new records consisting of information that is not in its possession or custody. 

Please note that the City of Chicago makes publicly available employee and contractor 
information on its website. The information you seek may be contained in these data sets.
